Tigers Ride Herd On Antelopes 

When the Fort Hays Kansas State Tigers take the field to- 
night, it will be the first time under Coach Tom Stromgren at 
Lewis Field Stadium and the Kearney State Antelopes will be the 
visiting team ready to lock horns in what shoufd be a hard-hit- 
ting, aerial-minded game. 

The Tigers stubbed their toe at Northwestern Oklahoma by 
losing a 34-6 encounter while the topers were tagging Eastern 
Montana 22-17. Fort Hays returned 11 lettermen white Kearney 
opened the practice session with better than 35 monogram win- 
ners plus a half-dozen All-Conference choices. 

Coach Tom Stromgren wasn't too happy about the first loss 
although no coach can be happy about losing. "We didn't play 
well but you can't sell Northwestern short, they were a vine ball 
club, probably as fine a team as we' re going to meet this season," 
Stromgren stated. "Well have to play a better brand of ball if we 
expect to win in the RMAC" 

Tommy Evans was the outstanding player for Fort Hays in 
the opener as the "Mini-Brute" hustled for 69 yards on the ground 
and 78 in pass receiving. It was on a busted pass play that Evans, 
a secondary receiver, took a short pass from John Covington and 
rambled 50 yards for a touchdown late in the final period at Alva 
last week. 

John Covington didn't have one of his best running nights 
but his passing game looked good enough to be effective if the 
protection can be beefed up. Covington tossed for 140 yards 
while hitting 42 per cent on 8 ofl9. Kenny Caywood was one 
of his best targets catching 3 passes for 41 yards while Evans had 
two receptions. 

Comparing the two clubs statistically. Fort Hays rushed for 
48 yards while Kearney gained 150 against Eastern Montana. 
The Tigers lost 81 yards, most of it on Covington's attempts to 
pass, while the Antelopes had 16 on the minus side. In passing, 
Davis hit 11 of 25 for 16 yards and 2 touchdowns while Tiger 
John Covington was 8 of 19 for 140 yards and 1 score. 

frank Tappan drew praise for his defensive effort in the 
Alva game as the husky senior won Stromgren's "Sic 'em" Award. 
The award is to be given to the Tiger who did the best defensive 
job in each game. Tappan had 20 assists and 1 unassisted tackle 
against Northwestern. 

The final analysis will be drawn on the field but on paper 
both clubs look capable of holding their ground. In the series be- 
tween the two dubs, Fort Hays Hays holds a 12-9 edge by win- 
ning 3 of the last 4 games played. Kearney won last year 29-10.

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RMAC Marks 60th Year 


As college football celebrates its centennial this year, 
the Rocky Mountain Athletic Conference, second oldest in 
America, is marking its 60th anniversary. 

Although it was chartered in 1909, the RMAC actually 
dates back to 1889, with the formation of the Colorado Foot- 
ball Association. Members were Colorado College, Colorado 
Agricultural College (now Colorado State University), Colo- 
rado School of Mines, the University of Colorado, and the 
University of Denver. 

Need for more stringent rules governing eligibility and 
recruiting prompted the reorganization of the same group 
in 1909, as the Rocky Mountain Conference. 

The conference expanded, with the addition of the 
University of Utah in 1910; Utah Agricultural College, 1914; 
Montana State College, 1917; Brigham Young University, 
1918; University of Wyoming, 1921; Colorado State College, 
1924; and Western State College, 1924. 

In 1937, rapid growth prompted the 'big seven" to 
withdraw and form the Mountain States Conference, which 
consisted of Colorado, Colorado Aggies, Denver, Wyoming, 
Brigham Young, Utah and Utah State. 

Idaho State College and Adams State College joined 
the RMAC in 1949 and 1956, respectively; however, Idaho 
State and Montana State dropped out in 1950. Colorado 
College, in a deemphasization program, withdrew in 1962. 

The four remaining Colorado members kept the con- 


ference alive, and merged in 1967 with the five-member 
Central Intercollegiate Conference of Kansas and Nebraska. 
Six Independent colleges and universities were added to 
the newly expanded RMAC. which was organized into a 
Plains Division and a Mountain Division, with provision for 
championship playoffs between division winners in foot- 
ball, basketball, and baseball. Conference-wide meets are 
held in cross-country, track, swimming, wrestling, golf, and 
tennis. 

Members of the Plains Division are Colorado State Col- 
lege, Fort Hays State College, Kansas State College of Pitts- 
burg, Kansas State Teachers College (Emporia), Southern 
Colorado State College, the University of Nebraska at Oma- 
ha, and Washburn University. 

Members of the Mountain Division are Adams State 
College, Colorado School of Mines, Fort Lewis College, Re- 
gis college, Southern Utah State College, Western New Mexi- 
co University, Western State College, and Westminster Col- 
lege (Salt Lake City). 

Although it covers a five-state area, the newly aligned 
60-year-old RMAC got off to a good start last year and 
awarded championship trophies in eight sports. The first 
foo ball championship playoff will be held this year. 

The old saying that "there always will be an England" 
may well be paraphrased to reasonably justify the statement 
that there will always be a Rocky Mountain Athletic Confer- 
ence.

Stron.gren has coached at Solomon, Herington and 
Emporia High with a stint at College of Emporia where he 
won 13, lost 4 and tied 1. In his last season at C of E, he 
went 8-1 with the only loss to Ottawa University, the even- 
tual KCAC champion. After his final year at Emporia, he 
worked for two years for the A. H. Robbins Drug firm be- 
fore taking the Fort Hays Kansas State College job.

After the worst season is Coach Allen Zikmund's 14 
years, the Kearney State Antelopes have geared them- 
selves for a return to better than their 1968 5-4 record 
and they have plenty of returning talent among the 49 
experienced players reporting for early drills.

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"The World's Worst Right Guard" — Our President 


"The World's Worst Right Guard" is the way Dr. 
John W, Gustad described himself when referring to his 
brief encounter with college athletics at Macalester Col- 
lege in the early forties. He did, however, earn his let- 
ter for his efforts and now becomes the fifth president 
in the 67-year history of Fort Hays Kansas State College. 

Dr. Gustad succeeds Dr, M. C. Cunningham who 
retired this past summer. Prior to his coming to Fort Hays, 
Dr. Gustad was the coordinator of State Colleges in Ne- 
braska. A native of Minnesota, he was graduated from 
Central High School in St. Paul in 1940. He received his 
bachelor's degree in English Literature from Macalester 
College, St, Paul, in 1943. Following service in the navy 
from 1943 to 1946 he returned to the University of Min- 
nesota where he earned a masters degree in psychology 
in 1948 and a Ph, D. in the same field in 1949, 

Prior to becoming Coordinator of State Colleges in 
Nebraska in October, 1968, Dr. Gustad served as as- 
sociate dean of the college of arts and sciences at Ohio 
State University from 1966 to 1968; provost and dean 
of the college of New College, Florida from 1963 to 
1966; dean of the college of liberal arts, professor of 
psychology and acting dean of the graduate school at 
Alfred University, Alfred, N. Y., from I960 to 1963; 
professor of psychology and director of the university 
counselling center at the University of Maryland, from 
1952 to I960; assistant professor of psychology and di- 
rector of the university counselling center at Vanderbilt 
University from 1949 to 1952; and instructor in psychol- 
ogy at the University of Minnesota from 1947 to 1949. 

In addition he has held temporary positions and 
consultantships at Ohio State, Yale, Harvard, Maryland 
and Cornell Universities and George Peabody College, 
the U. S. Navy, the U. S. Army, the New England Board 
of Higher Education, American Association for vhe Ad- 
vancement of Science and the Southern Regional Educa- 
tion Board. 

Dr. John Tomlinson, associate professor of political 
science and chairman of the faculty committee which 
helped select Dr. Gustad, said, "We felt fortunate in get- 
ting a man of Dr. Gustad's qualifications and experience. 
We screened over 75 candidates and found this man to 
be eminently qualified as an educator and an adminis- 
trator." 

In addition to his teaching and administrative back- 



ground, Dr. Gustad is the author and editor of nearly a 
dozen books and over two dozen articles and papers. 
He holds membership in 1 2 professional and honorary 
societies and has served as a consultant and member of 
accreditation teams. 

Born October 28, 1922 m St. Paul, Dr, Gustad is 
married and the father of two children. Aside from his 
reading and heavy writing activities he plays a "bad 
game of golf." His wife Doris is a former Pennsylvanian 
and works in ceramics in addition to her homemaking 
duties. His 23-year-old son is completing work on his 
master's degree In psychology at the University of Mani- 
toba and has been accepted as a doctoral candidate at 
the University of Colorado. His 16-year-old daughter is 
a senior at Hays High this fall.
